REVOLUTION ON THE CAMPUS 


IN DEFENSE OF JUNKETS 


‘There is considerable hue and cry in the press 
about the clownish conduct of some American 
congressmen who are now expensively junket- 
ing abroad. The object of most of itis Senator El- 
mer Thomas of Oklahoma, who has been threat- 
ening to call off any further ECA aid to Sweden 
simply because the Swedes did not take the Ok- 
lahoman and his touring committee as seriously 
as Elmer would have liked. The senator was a 
tually treated reasonably well, and we as Amer- 
icans are ashamed of his performance. But we 
trust that the criticism of Senator Thomas will 
not serve to discredit the whole idea of congr: 
sional junkets and discourage healthy inquiry 
into the uses of ECA aid (Sweden has been se- 
verely criticized by better qualified observers 
than Senator Thomas, by the way). Most of the 
congressmen who go abroad are well behaved 
and therefore well received. A congressman can 
vote more intelligently on aid to Italy if he has 
been there, and a taste of filet de sole bonne 
femme in Paris brings a finer appreciation of the 
French problem on the Senate floor months lat- 
er.

THE CULTIVATION OF ULCERS

iatrist of some 
note, the modern busine ative is falling 
prey to colitis, peptic ulcers, high blood pres- 
sure and heart trouble because he is too nice a 
fellow. By nature, says Dr. Slight, the success- 
ful executive is aggressive, a table-pounder, a 
man of action who needs to express his innate 
drive and vitality in ways not recommended 
by Mrs, Emily Post. And what happens? He is 
taught that arrogance is a sin, compromise a 
virtue, diplomacy a mandatory art. So he sup- 
presses his natural inclination, denies himself 
his normal outlets, and winds up a nervous and 
physical wreck. Dr. Slight does not tell the ex- 
coutive what to do about this; he merely names 
two of the few remaining occupations in which 
aman can let himself go. It is still possible, Dr. 
Slight suggests, for a labor leader or “a profes- 
sional do-gooder” to get wrought up without be- 
ing shunned and damned as an obnoxious lout. 
As for ourselves, we have never believed that 
conflict per se is bad for the social community. 
‘All this may suggest that a little less restraint, a 
little more rambunctiousness and willingness 
to fight out theissues of the day would be healthy 
for all concerned. It might even reduce the in- 
cidence of executive ulcers. 
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THE NEW LIBERAL ARTS COLLEGE IDEAL IS THE ‘ROUNDED MAN’ 


A revolution in education is just now gath- 
ering its full momentum in the U.S. colleges. 
Or, to put it more accurately, a counterr 
lution is winning out over the revolutionis! 
of a generation ago. The result should be an 
America better fitted to live with itself and 
its world. 

‘The counterrevolution has specifically up- 
set the ideal of the ’20s, when extreme frag- 
mentation prevailed and courses in beekeep- 
ing and cosmetology could be freely elected 
in all too many colleges as alternatives to 
the seminar on Aristotle or English 30. The 
new college world is becoming a world of or- 
der, of graded cultural values. Premature 
specialization is out; the ideal of the “round- 
ed man” able to think in universal terms 
has returned. On campus after campus the 
trend is toward ng the freshman and 
sophomore student an intimate speaking 
acquaintance with the full sweep of Western 
culture, from its Hebrew, Greek and Roman 
origins to the present. Only after fulfilling 
certain broad general “core” requirements in 
history, philosophy, science and literature 
is the new student permitted to dig deep into 
a narrow specialty or spread himself thin. 

This will be news to the more extreme fol- 
lowers of pragmatist John Dewey, men who 
still think that the future in education be- 
longs to schools that stress the experimental 
method and complete freedom to choose any 
conceivable combination of subjects. It will 
equally be news to the more embattled parti- 
sans of Chicago’s Robert Maynard Hutch- 
ins, people who still fail to realize the astound- 
ing victory that Hutchins has won in his bat- 
tle against the type of education that ignores 
the great sources of the Western tradition. 
The extreme disciples of Dewey and Hutch- 
ins will go on arguing but, as happens in 
every cycle of revolution and counterrevo- 
lution, the all-outers are now being left be- 
hind. The new order in the colleges is some- 
thing of a synthesis; it has retained many of 
the Deweyite teaching devices, such as the 
Socratic classroom discussion and the door- 
bell-ringing field study. But where the Dew- 
eyites stressed means, the new education is 
far more preoccupied with ends. 

Proof that the revolution is now almost 
completely housebroken may be derived 
from the number of colleges which proudly 
claim a pioneering role in the creation of the 
new day. The plan so vigorously promoted 
by Hutchins (“Go to the original sources, 
read the Great Books”) has proved so vital 
that quarrels over its paternity rage inter- 
minably. Some trace its origins to John Er- 
skine’s old literature course at Columbia; 
others insist that Alexander Meiklejohn of 
Amherst and Wisconsin was the true origina- 
tor. Whatever the answer may be, more than 
one college dean resents the imputation that 
any one, two or three men haye been respon- 
sible for rescuing the humanities from the 
encroachments of those who would ground 
all wisdom in contemporary experiment. 

The famous Harvard report on General 
Education for a Free Society, published in 
1945, gave terrific impetus to the revolution. 
But the Harvard report merely summed up 


what was in the air, The Yale report on sug- 
gestions for a new curriculum was actually 
in mimeographed form several months be- 
fore the Harvard report was available. Am- 
herst rethought its curriculum during the 
war; so did Smith, Sweet Briar, Wellesley 
and Swarthmore. 

The upshot of it all is that only the most 
recalcitrant liberal arts student can now es- 
cape from a four-year undergraduate expe- 
rience without reading a good percentage 
of the “100 Great Books.” Willy-nilly, the 
American college youth is forced to reckon 
with Plato and the Gospel According to St. 
Matthew, as well as with Ernest Heming- 
way. A Yale freshman course in ethics turns 
out students who have pondered Aristotle’s 
Nichomachean Ethics and the New Testa- 
ment as well as John Stuart Mill and John. 
Dewey. At the conclusion of the course the 
student is asked to choose his own brand of 
ethics, but he chooses it in the light of ex- 
posure to all the great ethical systems of the 
West, not merely one. 

Even “English” is no longer a literary ree 
ord of the parochial experience of the Eng- 
lish and the American peoples. New English 
courses cut across language barriers with 
gay abandon. A course in tragedy, given by 
a professor in the English department, will 
begin with the Book of Job, go on through 
Greek tragedy, then move to Dante, Chau- 
cer, Shakespeare, Dostoevski, Herman Mel- 
ville—and F. Scott Fitzgerald. The English 
student is thereby exposed to examples of 
all the great tragic writing in the Western 
heritage. A similar course in the epic will go 
from Homer (Greek) to Beowulf (old Sax- 
on), from Don Quixote (Spanish) to War 
and Peace (Russian), and Gn thelnena aE 
“English 60.” This crossing of department- 
al lines has disturbed many a vested inter- 
but the student emerges from it with a 
rich experience and a feeling that he is part 
of a culture that has many national man- 
sions. And, lest the new courses in the West- 
ern heritage be deemed merely a more pre- 
tentious parochialism, the new language re- 
quirements in some colleges permit a stu- 
dent to choose Arabic or Chinese instead of 
French. 

Since the old criticisms of America’s prag- 
matic “gadget-mindedness” and lack of cul- 
tural depth are still heard here and there 
about the world, it is important that news 
of the present revolution—or counterrevo- 
lution—in U.S. college education be noised 
abroad. A nation that conceives its culture 
in terms of universally shared ideals is obvi- 
ously a safer international partner, a more 
responsible world power. It should be good 
news to other nations that U.S. preoccupa- 
tion with its own gadgetry is dying along 
with political isolationism. What the Har- 
vard report calls “general elucation for a 
free society” is, more importantly, general 
education for a free world. True, the U.S. 
has its own special contribution to make. 
But it is just as true that we are part of a 
great tradition going back to Roman, Greck 
and Judaic sources. We are not letting the 
tradition down.

be done with great skill, it is primarily their subject matter that 

makes people want to look at them. But the photographs on the fol- 
lowing pages are of a different sort. They are from a book recently pub- 
lished by the young Danish photographer Keld Helmer-Petersen, who 
cares little about the quality of his subject matter and concentrates in- 
stead on making his photographs into interesting studies in abstract 
form and line. Strictly speaking there is nothing new about Helmer- 
Petersen’s approach, which has long been employed by abstract paint- 
ere and even has appeared here and there in the work of black-and- 
white photographers. What is new is the systematic application of this 
approach to color photography. Helmer-Petersen’s photographs re- 
semble abstract paintings in that their interest lies in their quality as 
two-dimensional designs. He purposely chooses commonplace objects 
to photograph so that they will not steal the show from his own vir- 
tuosity in composing patterns of color and texture. Critics consider 
his compositions to be extraordinary photographic feats—pictures 
that are remarkable not for what they depict but for what they are. 
Twenty-nine-year-old Helmer-Petersen, who uses an ordinary Lei- 
ca camera for all his work, likes to refer to himself as “an amateur.” 
He started taking pictures 10 years ago when his mother made him 
a present of a camera. By the time he had shot his first three rolls of 
film, he was asked to enter one of his pictures in Copenhagen’s Na- 
tional Photographic Exhibition. Since then his pictures have won crit- 
ical praise in international exhibitions from the U.S. to India. He lives 
with his wife, two children and an immense amount of antique furni- 
ture in a six-room flat on Copenhagen’s fashionable Kristianiagade, 
where he works very slowly and methodically. His book, which con- 
tains 122 photographs, took him four years to complete. He super- 
vised its publication personally, even insisting on choosing the type 
design. Of photography in general he says, “I have great respect for 
photographic reporting, but I myself am no reporter. I don’t want my 
pictures to ‘look like something,’ They should just look like pictures.”

A bold and agile Texan 


keeps adding new hotels 
to world’s No. 1 chain

prietor of 15 major U.S. hotels including 

the three biggest, is easily the most expai 
sive professional or amateur host in history 
a nimble, soft-spoken, handsome Texan who, 
at 61, takes pride in his proficiency at ballroom 
dancing. Hilton’s specialties are the polka, the 
schottische and a variation ss the waltz called 
the Varsoviana. Much of his skill in these exer-

Cr Nicuotson Hitron, who, as pro- 
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world’s champion hotelkeeper was probably the late César Ritz, whose 
name, attached to a worldwide group of luxury hotels, added a word to 
several languages. Ritz was a Swiss bus boy whose reputation was founded 
on his knowledge of cuisine, management and the personal peculiarities of 
his distinguished clientele. Hilton is a host of a wholly different color. Un- 
like Ritz, he himself runs all his hotels, but few of them are named after 
him. Far from knowing the personal peculiarities of his guests, he is a total 
stranger even to most of his help. He has never cooked a meal, swept a 
room or, in hotelkeepers’ argot, “roomed a guest” in his entire career. He 
is in fact not a hotelkeeper at all but a dealer in hotels, 
just as other people put money into oil wells, securities or banks. 

In dealing in hotels Hilton uses a system based upon five points, which 
he himself has frequently published. He thinks a hotel should be 1) well 
built, 2) soundly financed, 3) strategically located, 4) of real value to its 
community and 5) reasonably well managed. If a property meets these re- 
quirements, Hilton figures out what it is worth. If it can be bought for that 
amount or less, and if he is in the mood for a deal, he buys it. This system 
sounds simple and it is. How well it works, however, can be readily dis- 
cerned by a glance at his present holdings. 

The Waldorf, though the most famous hotel in the world, and though 
equal in cubic content (20 million cubic feet) to the biggest, is by no means 
the largest in number of rooms. It contains only 2,200, whereas the Stevens 
and the Palmer House in Chicago have 3,000 and 2,268 rooms respective- 
ly, Hilton acquired the Stevens in February 1945 and the Palmer House a 
few months later. These three alone would make him one of the biggest 
hotel owners in the world, but he also controls the Plaza and Roosevelt in 
New York, Mayflower in Washington, Town House in Los Angeles and the 
Caribe Hilton, which will be the most elaborate hotel in the U.S, West In- 
dies when it opens with a gala party in Puerto Rico on Dec. 9. Counting 
seven smaller properties, Hilton thus controls a total of 12,360 rooms and 
property appraised at $111 million. Most of the hotels are run through the 

filton Hotels Corporation, of which he is president and majority stock- 
holder, but a few, including the Waldorf, are held by separate companies 
of which he is the major member. Hilton’s combined holdings in the cor- 
poration (of which he owns 25.2% of the common stock) and the separate 
companies are worth about $6.5 million. His closest rivals are the Statler 
hotels, the Sheraton hotels and the chain controlled by Arnold S. Kirkeby 
of Chicago. Hilton’s establishments have more rooms and a higher replace- 
ment value ($175 million) than any of the others and exceed them Ty an 
even wider margin in total prestige. Other famous chains have some unify- 
ing principle: the Statlers, for example, seem much the same in every city 
to the U.S. traveling public; and the Ritzes maintain a common reputation 
for elegance. Hilton hotels, instead of being all of a kind, run the gamut 
from the Waldorf, Plaza, Palmer House and Mayflower to inexpensive 
houses like the Albuquerque Hilton. Instead of trying to make them all 
alike, Hilton wants them to differ from each other and encourages his man- 
agers to emphasize and develop the individual character of each. 

For ensuring that, no'matter how dissimilar, the hotels make money at 
a comparatively constant rate, Hilton's system, like his method of acquir- 
ing them, is reasonably simple, One item in the system consists of elaborate 
and rapid cost accounting which tells him and his executive board how 
much each department of each of the hotels is making at any moment and 
compares this item with figures for the previous day, week, month and 
year. Hilton looks forward with excitement to getting these figures from 
all his hotels, Another item in the system is a process which Hilton describes 
as “digging for gold,” which consists of improving the figures on the charts 
by cutting costs or increasing revenues. Hilton’s favorite place for gold 
digging is the lobby or ground floor of his hotels, from which he likes to de- 
rive maximum profit through store rentals and concessions. After a quick 
stroll through the Waldorf's ground-floor bars and celebrated Peacock Al- 
ley, he remarked, “I wouldn’t take a million dollars for what I will make 
out of just this part of this place next year.”

wen gave a good example of successful gold digging when he took 
over the Chicago Palmer House. This monumental establishment was 
grossing $1,657,724 a year when Hilton took it over. According to his cost- 
accounting sheets, it now grosses $3,354,848. At the time he acquired it, a 
large room off the lobby was used as a storage space for guests’ Iuggage. 
Hilton put the luggage in the basement and installed a profitable liquor 
store. Ground-floor store rents were boosted to make an extra $124,000. 
On another floor a book nook which paid a measly $3,600 a year was re- 
placed by a cocktail lounge which nets $181,000. 

Less dramatic but even more adroit was Hilton’s discreet renovation 
of New York’s old Plaza, whose patrons regard it as a repository of the 
city’s transitory traditions. Manhattan’s last horse-drawn cabs are lined 
up across the street for sentimental drives through Central Park. Old la- 
dies take tea in the glass-ceilinged Palm Court. Permanent guests occupy 
30% of the rooms, many of which are decorated in late Edwardian style.

Hilton was pleased by the Plaza’s traditions but not by its condition of 
repair. He rebuilt the glass ceiling, which seemed about to fall, employing 
the decorators that had installed it. Next he did away with a brokerage 
office that had settled into the barroom during Prohibition and never been 
ejected. Whereas the brokerage firm had paid $500 a month rent, the bar 
made $5,000. Finally, with the help of his celebrated aide, Colonel Ser; 
Obolensky, he opened the Rendez-Vous Room which turned unprofitable 
waste space in the cellar into one of the town’s smartest night clubs. In 
1943, the year before he took it over, the Plaza grossed $794,000, Last year 
it grossed $1,375,000. 

till another item in the Hilton business system consists in friendliness, 
on which most hotelkeepers pride themselves but which is more often found 
in advertisements than in room clerks. Installing friendliness, however, 
sometimes raises difficulties. Before he bought the Waldorf, which is now 
his New York headquarters, Hilton usually stayed in “the president's 
suite” of the Roosevelt. Thus, whenever he pays a call at his Plaza, he usu- 
ally goes unrecognized. A few weeks ago he rang for a Plaza elevator just

ter with those who work with him. Most of his close associates are old hands 
in the business who started in it with him as room clerks or assistant man- 
agers, and who have been substantially enriched by stockholdings. Hilton 
leaves most of the active management in their hands and, when traveling 
about, is less concerned with inspection of his existing properties than in 
acquiring new ones. 

On his travels Hilton is accompanied by secretary, Olive Wakeman, 
functions include playing gin rummy with him on trains and doling 
out small sums of cash to him as required.

board, Hilton seemed genuinely overcome with gratification and surprise. 
“Now wasn’t that nice of Mr. Hoover,” he said, “You know, I was so pleased 
that he would do that.” 

Hilton’s astonishment about his recent rise in the world is at least part- 
ly justifiable, It was certainly not accomplished in the European, or ap- 
proved manner, In Lausanne, Switzerland, for example, there is a school 
for hoteliers. In order even to matriculate at this establishment the pro- 
spective pupil must come properly recommended. The curriculum consists 
largely of phantom banquets and balls. Pupils take turns in arranging per- 
fect table settings for guests who never arrive and in serving them, under 
the professor's eye, from perfectly empty dishes. Graduates of the Ecole 
Hételigre include the world’s most distinguished chefs, headwaiters and 
hotel managers. The world’s top hotelman got his start in very different 
circumstances, 


His father ran a hotel too 


ILTON’S father, a Norwegian emigrant, settled down in the tiny cross- 

roads of San Antonio, N. Mex. where, among other enterprises, he 
ran a $2.50-a-night boardinghouse. Some of Hilton’s biographers have sug- 
gested that he got his early training by meeting trains ei smashing bag- 
gage at this establishment. Actually the Hilton boy who met the trains was 
not Conrad but his younger brother Carl, who later went to Annapolis 
and is now a retired captain, Hilton had no interest whatsoever in the hotel. 
What he liked were trips into the hinterland to acquire skins or gold dust 
by swapping groceries from the San Antonio general store which, like the 
post office and a nearby coal mine, was one of his father’s enterprises. 

As the second of eight children and the eldest son of the family, young 
Conrad took a hand in managing the store as well as trading for it. When 
New Mexico became a state, a cousin ran for governor and young Hilton 
got on the ticket as a candidate for the state’s first legislature. The guber- 
natorial candidate lost but Hilton won, becoming the youngest member. 
But politics seemed insufficiently rewarding to Hilton and after two years 
he returned to San Antonio. San Antonio, where almost everything else was 
run by his father, had no bank. Young Hilton raised $30,000 to start one 
but the stockholders, thinking him too young and inexperienced, put in 
an older man as president. Hilton organized a proxy fight to throw him 
t. Hilton’s response to the national emergency of 1917 was typical. He 
wrote a letter to Major General Frederick Funston, then in command of 
the U.S. Army on the Mexican border, offering his services to the govern- 
ment. They were promptly accepted and Hilton sold out the bank and 
presently was behind the lines in France. There he received his first and 
only training in the metier in which he now excels, as a second lieutenant 
assigned to purchasing supplies. 

Back in New Mexico after the war, Hilton still was without a vocation. 
Equipped with $5,000 capital from the sale of his bank stock, he roamed 
the Southwest seeking another bank in which to buy an interest. While he 
was investigating one in the tiny Texas town of Cisco, Hilton found him- 
self sitting in the lobby of a little hotel called the Mobley. Cisco was en- 
joying an oil boom and the Mobley lobby presented a lively scene. Oil 
scouts, lease-brokers, drilling-contractors, and roughnecks (oil drillers’ as- 
istants, so-called because the backs of their necks get weather-worn while 
they peer down the shaft) surged in and out so constantly that every room 
had three consecutive occupants per day. Though Hilton was a stranger 
to the hotel business, the commotion in the lobby seemed suddenly prom- 
ising, He asked if the place was for sale, found that it was and put his $5,000 
down, getting friends to put in their money too. As soon as he took pos- 
session, Hilton was flabbergasted to find that the Mobley was a miniature 
El Dorado which brought in about $2,000 a month. His reaction to this dis 
covery was prompt and characteristic. Any self-respecting graduate of the 
Ecole Hételiére would have settled down to improve the Mobley’s lamen- 
table cuisine, atrocious service and repellent décor. But Hilton departed 
immediately, leaving a partner in charge, to buy another hotel as much 
like the Mobley as possible. He soon found one in Dallas. 

Hilton acquired the Mobley in 1919. The hotel-buying spree that fol- 
lowed lasted almost 10 years and reached a climax in the building of the 
Hilton Hotel in Dallas, an arduous enterprise whose costs, like those of 
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HILTON SR. (in derby) ran a San Antonio general store where fur traders 
bartered hides for groceries and drink. Son Conrad helped behind the counter. 
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Mr. Blanding’s Dream House, far exceeded expectations. He ran 
out of funds. With the plumber threatening to quit and the bank 
threatening to foreclose the same day, Hilton wriggled through 
the c waiving ownership of the property and staying on as 
siege.

The wave had a post- 
war backwash in Chicago when the government, having acquired 
the Stevens as a barracks for Air Force trainees, sold it to a Chicago 
contractor named Stephen Healy, who refurnished it, ran it for a 
year and then expressed willingness to sell. The Stevens met Hil- 
ton’srequirementsand hemet Healy’s price. When Healy then raised 
his figure, Hilton bid for the Palmer House as a stalking-horse. By 
the time Healy eventually came to terms, Hilton had decided that 
the Palmer House was actually a good buy also.

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Waldorf, The intervening years were devoted largely to forming 
the Hilton Hotels Corporation, consolidating most of the separate 
Hilton ventures under a single executive management. Hilton’s 
numerous partners in the individual properties were given prorata

In analyzing Hilton's success as a hotel dealer, one point to keep 
in mind is that he is a Texan, with a Texas horse trader’s enthu- 
siasm for deals. But when a Texan gets out into the world, like Gul- 
liver when he got into Lilliput, he often has strange adventures. 
Possibly the strangest adventure that happened Hilton was his en- 
counter with the Hungarians. 

Like Texans, Hungarians are a race apart. Unlike Texans how- 
ever, they are notable less for practicality than for imaginations 
so vivid that it is said that they are a nation of playwrights and that 
when the Rus: besieged Budapest during the war they got into 
the city by sending planes to drop leaflets saying, “We have a third 
act.” Miss Sari (“Zhah-Zhah”) Gabor got her title of Miss Hun- 
gary by winning a beauty contest, but she also exemplified the oth- 
er characteristics for which her native land is famed. When she and 
Conrad Hilton met at a movie party in Los Angeles in 1942, the at- 
traction between opposites was as sudden as a Hilton hotel deal. 
In this case the deal was consummated a short time afterward at a 
«eremony in New Mexico, which would have been more joyful had 
it not resulted in difficulties for both parties, as Catholics who were 
both equipped with living, albeit divorced, spouses elsewhere. 

Hilton had been first married in 1925 to a comely Owensboro, Ky.

into matrimony were more sensational. Zhah-Zhah began by re- 
forming Hilton’s habits of dress, substituting dark suits and Knize 


Plaza. Her husband’s local representative forbade the building of 
campfires on the carpets. Flaming shashlik skewers from the Plaza 
kitchens served as a substitute and the party was a great success. 

The union between Connie and Zhah-Zhah also joined their dis 
similar families. Zhah-Zhah had two lovely and talented sisters, 
and Magda, as well as an energetic mother who currently runs 
a chic pearl shop on Madison Avenue. They and Zhah-Zhah were 
charmed when the bridegroom’s mother, a robust old German-Tex- 
an lady in her 80s, boasted that she always slept with a gun under her 
pillow and proved it by producing the derringer she kept handy in her 
suite at the Town House. Nonetheless, despite the affinity between 
the families and the advantageously exotic influences brought to 
bear upon each other by the principals, the marriage after five years 
eventuated in divorce. 

Like her marriage, Zhah-Zhah’s divorce was colorful from the 
moment when she left the Bel Air household during a fire of unde- 
termined origin. Zhah-Zhah repaired to a lawyer, who informed 
Mr. Hilton’s representatives that her plight caused her to resemble 
“a little wounded bird.” Presently the wounded bird flapped into 
a suite at anon-Hilton hotel and emerged six months later with her 
plumage restored to announce that during the entire period she 

ad been unwillingly kept under the influence of mysterious drugs 
administered by mysterious enemies. But Texans and Hungarians 
take most things in their stride. Zhah-Zhah is currently in Europe 
with her third husband, the actor George Sanders. She, Hilton 
and her family are now all on the best of terms. Hilton patronizes 
the Gabor shop and Zhah-Zhah sent him an affectionate congrat- 
ulatory cable when he bought the Waldorf. 

Not all of Hilton’s adventures turn out as well as his deals for the 
Waldorf, the Plaza and the Palmer House. One Hilton mistake was 
his acquisition two and a half years ago of part ownership in three

He failed to strike gold in Bermuda 


ILTON’S brief chat with Mrs. Trimingham set the keynote 
for the entire Bermuda venture.

Last summer Hilton contemplated further expansion when some 
of his Los Angeles friends suggested that blocked funds of U.S. movie 
companies impounded in various European countries might be put 
to use in backing a continental group of Hilton hotels. On looking 
into them, however, he found only a handful that came up to his 
standards. For one of them, the Paris Ritz, he made an offer to which 
he received the reply, “The Ritz is a tradition. It is not for sale.” 
Hilton found this point of view understandable but was not, in fact, 
too favorably impressed by’ European hotels generally. About the 
convention of bells for waiter, valet and maid in each room, he says, 
“T think they are a nuisance, all those bells. I can’t get what I want. 
It’s easier to call room service.” He is less opposed to the system of 
the concierge or porter whose function is to satisfy all the traveler’s 
minor wants but even this he thinks would be inappropriate in the 
U.S. “I like having a fellow there to lick stamps for me,”’ he says, 
“hut it wouldn’t do here. Our places are too big. Can you imagine 
a concierge in the Waldorf? Why, he would have to lick stamps for 
2,000 people!” 

Despite the cancellation of Hilton’s European venture, it would 
be unsafe to think that the climactic Waldorf deal represents a full

stop in his operations. His exceptional vitality seems to grow more 
rather than less marked with the years. The day he bought the Wal- 
dorf, for example, afforded a typical schedule. After dancing till 3 
the night before, Hilton had orange jufce and coffee at 8, dictated 
from 9 till 1] and then had a two-hour conference to close the deal. 
He lunched at the Plaza, walked down Fifth Avenue to St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral where he stopped in to say a prayer of thanksgiving, and 
then proceeded to the Roosevelt, making a detour to Park Avenue 
to glance at his new property. Hilton had cocktails with his exec- 
utive vice president, Robert Williford, an ex-key clerk, and then 
dined at the Plaza Palm Court with Betty Betz, teen-age columnist 
for King Features Syndicate, with whom he later went dancing— 
at El Morocco. 

The Waldorf deal had been in Hilton’s mind a long time when, 
walking past this impressive pile one day last September, the notion 
occurred to him that the moment had come to consummate it. Hil- 
ton’s notion was partly a flash of intuition and partly a reasoned 
estimate of the circumstances. New York hotel profits are always 
lowest at the end of summer, which is their slowest season, and Hil- 
ton, who had years ago made a small killing by buying Waldorf 
bonds at 434 just before the war boom and selling them at 70 later, 
knew that stockholders representing 70% of the ownership were at 
least partially minded to sell. Going back to the president's suite at 
the Roosevelt, Hilton wrote a personal check for $150,000 and a let- 
ter offering $3 million for this 70% of Waldorf stock, if the offer were 
accepted within two weeks. On Sept. 29 he took the letter to the 
office of the representatives of the stockholders in question. Four 
days later his offer was accepted.

In initiating the deal without consulting his directors, Hilton was 
proceeding characteristically. He reasoned that if the corporation 
rejected the deal, he would buy the hotel up separately on his own 
account but also suspected that it would be much more attractive as 
a fait accompli than a mere project. As Hilton had anticipated, the 
board approved the deal to the extent of Putting up $1,626,364 of 
the necessary $3 million. Hilton then put himself down for a private 
stake of $249,996 and began rounding up other individual backers 
by telephone. Next to Hilton, the most important stockholder in the 
Hilton Hotel Corporation is Colonel Henry Crown, builder of the 
$15-million Material Service Corporation, who had helped him swing 
the Palmer House deal. Crown, with Grain Tycoon James Norris and 
Charles Deere Wyman, president of the 10-year-old Deere Plow 
Company and brother of New York theatrical Producer Dwight 
Deere Wyman, had just invested heavily in the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land & Pacific Railroad Co. Nonetheless he had plenty left over with 
which to match Hilton’s own interest and also brought Wyman in for 
asmaller chunk. The remainder of the necessary cash was put up by 
oldtime Hilton associates, notably Robert Williford, Joseph Binns, 
the Hilton Corporation vice president who now runs the Waldorf, 
and J.B. Herndon, a former storeroom assistant who is now the cor- 
poration’s treasurer. Before the date set for the expiration of his 
option, Hilton had offers of one million dollars more than he needed.

Fe the Mayflower, the Waldorf will be run not by the Hilton 


Corporation but by a separate corporation with its own direc- 
torate. What this company got for its $3 million was not a title to 
the hotel itself nor to the ground on which it is built, both of which 
are owned by the New York Central Railroad, whose tracks run 
underneath it, It was rather 250,000 shares of common stock in the 
company that operates the Waldorf, and which leases it from the 
railroad for $1.6 million per year. This was nevertheless a consid- 
erable bargain. The operating company was originally capitalized 
at $11 oie when its bonds were first offered to the mublio=-ten 
weeks before the crash, and almost exactly 20 years before the Hil- 
ton purchase, on Oct. 9, 1929, 
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Two weeks after closing his deal, Hilton held a meeting to install 
the new directorate. The next day he set off for Chicago, leaving 
friends and associates to tie up any loose ends that might be en- 
countered. Two of these were turned up immediately. One was the 
title of a Hilton biography, scheduled for November publication 
by Duell, Sloan and Pearce, which needed a new last chapter and a 
new title to replace The Man Who Bought the Plaza. The other was 
the matter of his dancing partner's poodle puppy. On investigation 
it developed that the little creature was too young to be taken away 
from its mother and also that the pet shop had another little poodle, 
apricot instead of pearl gray but just as attractive. The question 
that therefore arose was whether, by the time both poodle puppies 
were big enough to depart from the shop, Hilton might not acquire 
another property after which to name the second one.

TAFT’S TACTICS 
AND ARGUMENTS 


The 100 days of Robert Alphonso Taft will soon come to an end, and 
he will have welded 88 little campaigns—one for each of Ohio’s coun- 
ties—into a single big one. All of the little campaigns are similar, vary- 
ing only in the weight Taft gives to farm problems, labor problems or 
foreign affairs to suit his audience of the day. 

When Taft enters a county, he talks to the chairman of the local Re- 
publican organization about party policy, postmasterships and other 
appointments, being well aware that junior is more interested in the 
lollypops daddy brings home than he is in the fact that daddy had a 
big day at the office. The county Republican organizations are solidly 
behind Taft and have been since he was first elected senator in 1938, 

Taft also visits the editor of the local newspaper—almost all of Ohio’s 
press is behind him. He chats easily with the editors, gives them a 
chance to pick up tidbits from Washington and in the process flatters 
them to a blush, Robert Barton, managing editor of the Lima New 
emerged from his meeting with Taft in a rosy mood. “He hasn't stopped 
in here since 1938,” said Barton, “and as far as his personality goes, it 
sure has changed—for the better.” 

So friendly are the editors to Taft that 185 weekly, semiweekly and 
daily Ohio newspapers are now printing—free of charge—a “Washing- 
ton Report” column written in Taft’s Washington office. 

If there is alocal “Taft for Senator’? club—independent of the regu- 
lar party organization—Taft is sure to spend some time with its chair- 
man. Thus far Taft workers have started many such clubs, of which 
several have enlisted more than 1,000 members. 

Having visited the big men in each county, Taft goes to the voters. 
He speaks without effort, draws crowds of 150 to 2,000. His constant 
theme, which he plugs even though the interests of a specialized audi- 
ence would seem to demand otherwise, is this: “The issue is a matter of 
philosophy of government. The issue is between liberty and free gov- 
ernment versus a totalitarian form which has reached its extreme in 
Soviet Russia.” Often he quotes the sentence attributed to Jefferson, 
“That government is best which governs least.” Most of his speeches 
are devoted to domestic is: . 

After each speech Taft waits for questions, often seems disappointed 
when they are innocuous. “Now, how about some hot ones?” he asks. 
When he gets them, he meticulously spells out his stand. 

Instead of writing off the labor vote, Taft storms through industrial 
districts with zest, pounding away at the idea that the Taft-Hartley law 
has not injured individual workers. “The only people who are against 
it,” he says, “are the labor bosses—because it limits their power. 

In his bid for the all-important farm vote—which Taft realizes will 
swing the balance in 1950 just as it did in 1948—he repeatedly acknow!- 
edges that “there must be price supports, ranging from 60% to 90% of 
parity. But continued high supports are impossible. Who will pay the 
taxes? You will.” 

In his 100 days Taft is making great headway—and he will make 
more when he repeats his tour next year. The Democrat who will op- 
pose him (since the withdrawal of Governor Lausche, the field may 
include Mayor Thomas Burke of Cleveland, Murray Lincoln of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, and State Auditor Joseph Ferguson) 
will have an enormous battle. However Taft has expressed little con- 
cern over who will oppose him in 1950—or later. What bothers him is 
a painful memory. “I don’t like,” he says, ‘to look too good too early.”
